The same number of meals the contract 
had indicated would be provided The students also had the option for voting 


for the existing 10 meal plan, which would include on - campus priv leges

In any case. the vote count will be announced today and should the 19 meal

plemented 

Under the existing 10 meal plan, students are paying the most money for the 
least amount of meals cf all Cal State campuses.

Senate conference 
centers on teaching

Students, faculty, university 
presidents, the Chancellor's staff, and 
the Board of Trustees met last 
weekend for the seventh annual 
Academic Senate Retreat in Asilomar 
to discuss the topic “Teaching -- Our 
Central Function.’ 

“We should be proud of the role of 
CSUC as teaching institutions. We 
are not Avis because there is no Hertz, 
but just two models of Cadillacs,” 
remarked Trustee Claudia Hampton 


This comment echoed the sen- 
timent of many participants that the 
CSUC system could not afford to take 
a back seat to the better funded UC 
system. The conference centered on 
what constituted good teaching 
While there was no agreement on the 
exact formula for successful 
teaching, there was widespread 
agreement that research and other 
scholarly activity were essential. 

“| fought hard to have the word 
research included in the Donahoe Act 


which set up the Master Plan for the 
CSUC system,” said Chancellor 
Glenn Dumke 

There was much discussion of the 
need to explain to the public and the 
legisiature the emerging purpose and 
potential of the CSUC system in order 
to achieve adequate funding 

The Student Presidents As- 
sociation (SPA) had 10 members 
attending, including CSUS Student

victories in a row were league

Although the Hornets record is 
only 2-3 in league, they have lost by 
marginal 3-2 and 3-1 scores, and only 
2-0 to league leader CSU - Chico 

CSUS's most recent victory came 
Saturday, as the Hornets drubbed 
CSU - Hayward 2-0 on the Hornet 
“home” field where they are almost 
unbeatable. Last year the Hornets 
dropped a 5-0 decision to Hayward 
State 

After a scoreless first half, the 
Hornets came out smoking after 
intermission. Within five minutes of 
the start of the second haif the 
Hornets had all the points they 
needed for victory on a goal by 
Cesario Aguirre. Wayne Novoa got an 
assist on the play. 

Another 30 minutes passed before

Residents are required to purchase one of three possible 
Food Purchase Agreement plans: (a) Minimum plan ($187.00 per semester) 
provides for five meals a week; (b) Intermediate plan ($264.00) provides for 
eight meals a week, and (c) Full plan ($330) provides for 12 to 14 meals a week 


There is a Savings tn each plan For example, the full plan, which costs the 
student $330.00 per semester, is actually worth $440.00 — a 25 per cent 
savings 


10. San Diego — Students are offered three meal plans, including 19, 14 or 
10 meals a week. Food services are arranged with the Aztec Shops at an es- 
timated cost between $375.00 and $400.00 per semester for the 14 meal plan; 
$370.00 for 14 meals a week and $276.00 for 10 meals. Additionally there is a 
$66.00 charge per semester for breakfast. There is also a food advisory com- 
mittee, a standing committee of the Resident Hai! Association. 

11. Sacramento — The Dining Commons are operated by the Hornet Foun- 
dation Food Service, an auxiliary organization of the University, established to 
conduct a business operation on campus. Coupon system is designed for in- 
dividual students’ needs. Contract states 19 meals a week are available 
Generally, students are allowed to eat all they want, but sometimes there are 
limits on items which are expensive (i.¢., orange juice). . . Extrasonmeatare 
also available, but for extra coupons. Students are allowed to spend their food 
coupons elsewhwere on campus 

At a meeting last Thursday night at Draper Hall, Associate Dean of Students 
Shirley Uplinger explained how the 19 meal pian, if implemented, would work 
“Historically, 19 meal plans indicate that students will eat only 75 per cent of 
their meais, or 14.25 meals a week.” These figures are based on what other 
campuses with 19 meal plans have experienced. 

Uplinger explained that in the cost analysis of the 19 meal plan, the Univer- 
sity counts a ‘no - show” factor of 20 to 25 per cent.

Day of the Dead. No, it’s nat anew 
horror film. nor anovel about terrorist 
assassinations it is the Mexican 
equivalent of Halloween. celebrated 
here on November 1 and 2 

But the Mexican celebration is not 
just for children. It's a family affair 
and despite the doleful sound of Day 
of the Dead, or Dia de los Muertos. itis 
a joyful fiesta, involving both the liv- 
Ing and dead family members 

Hernan and Maria will be coming 
to visit us again,” Rosa Garcia ex- 
plains to her five children in their 
modest home on the outskirts of Mex- 
ico City. Hernan and Maria are the

Credit now available 


for public

Continuing Education sponsors a 
program in which students can get 
credit by watching courses broadcast 
on commercial Or public television 
Meetings are held before and after the 
television course so students can 
register for the class, discuss the 
content and receive credit 

There are four methods in which 
courses are Offered. The first method 
is called “Piggy Backing.’ Programs 
shown on commercial T.V., or over 
the Public Broadcasting System 
(Channel six) will become the theme 
for aclass One example is the ‘Clas- 
sic Theatre,” a series of plays Profes- 
sor Herb Cline incorporated this 
program into a class. Another exam- 
pie is the seven part series of “Roots” 


Doctor Howard Harris met with 
students before the showing of 
“Roots.” Afterwards, he had 


prominent people give the students 
lectures on the legal, historical, and 
humanitarian aspects of “Roots.” 
The second method is by a con- 
sortium of the CSUC system actively 
producing a course for television 
They design, write scripts, produce 
the film, and then put it all together for 
a television course. These films are 
distributed and offered to university 
and colleges throughout the state 
Classes already put out are Ad- 
vancing Dentistry and Environmental 
Pianning 
The third method is through 
private companies which design 
courses that are viewed on television 
by students. The fourth method is 
when other universities, such as the 
University of San Diego, design and 
produce courses for television 
Broadcasting the courses on 
either commercial on. public 
television depends on the cost 
Usualiy the public broadcasting 
system is less expensive and 
sometimes there is no charge. 
Public announcements are made 
in the CSUS class schedule, during 
commerciais on television stations, 
by private companies sending 
brochures through the mail, and in 
flyers from Continuing Education

‘To Americans these customs may 
seem unusual or even macabre. says 
Father Antonion Vaidivia, a Mexican- 
American priest from Oakland, Ca 
but they reflect the Mexican’s rnare 
positive, less gloomy view of death 

The priest attributes much of this 
to Mexico's Indian as well as Christian 
heritage. The Aztecs believed that 
death was not the end of life. but one

of 300 calls per month The last three 
months of the year are heaviest 
perhaps double that number, the 
volunteers say. Often women who call 
have not abused their chilcren, but 
feel isolated and unable to cope at 
that point with the pressures of 
constant care for their families. Some 
women have been calling MESS oc- 
casionally for months, even years 
“You know when you cali that 
you'll get someone who understands 
and not be put down, and you'll be 
told something you're doing is right,” 
explained Pat, a MESS staff member 
The MESS J Street office is run on 
a first - name basis, and women who 
drop in are greeted with a friendly, 
“Hi, can | help you?” Drop - in and 
scheduled peer counseling provides 
personal contact for women who cail 
on the crisis line. The groups are 
often led by those who have solved 
their own family stress problems and 
want to help others in a crisis. 
Scheduled rap groups include 
mothers of teens, battered women, 
and general rap groups for mothers. 
WomanSpace, the MESS shelter 
for battered women, is a unique 
program in the Sacramento area 
Through it, MESS provides “support, 
counseling and shelter for physically 
and psychologically abused women 
and their children,” according to 
bright yellow flyers advertising the 
availability of the shelter. It is a “safe 
house,” the location unknown to the 
general public, where women who 
have been beaten by their husbands 
or boyfriends may be taken to get out 
of a dangerous home situation. Often 
a woman leaves home at a crisis 
moment, with no money, food or extra 
clothing. If she calis MESS, she may 
be taken to the shelter, a 3 - bedroom 
house in Sacramento, to live for up to 
eight weeks. The sheiter is staffed by 
trained MESS volunteers, who hold 
assertiveness and self - defense 


groups.

MESS has sheltered 
women in the eight 
WomanSpace operation, and the 
house is almost always full. The 
sheiter is unfunded so far, run only on 
community donations MESS hopes 
to receive some funding in the near

WomanSpace is part of the West 
Coast Shelters Network, stretching 
from Alaska to San Diego Oc- 
casionally, MESS uses it network 
connecticns to move women who fee!

E. T. Dunlap, state chancellor of 
higher education, asked Attorney 
General Larry Derryberry Monday if it 
is legal for individuals or firms to 
advertise and sell papers to students 
to meet their class assignments. 

Posin told the Tulsa World in a 
television interview from Los Angeles 
an effort had been made four years 
ago to squeich his operation. 

“The post office tried to take away 
our mailing permit,” he said, “but it 
came down to a viviaiion of First 
Amendment rights.

Six Characters In Search: 
A play entwined in another

“Six Characters In Search of an 
Author” was the play chosen by 
American River College to begin their 
20th theatrical season. Written by 
Luigi Pirandello in 1921, it is the story 
of six characters created by an author 
who wander into a reai - life play 
rehearsal in an attempt to coax the 
director to be their author 

Dramatic havoc follows as the six 
characters demand to tell their in- 
credible story. The director finally 
agrees to be their author, but the 
characters balk when he wants “real 
actors” to play their parts. The actors 
become angered when the characters 
laugh at the way the actors try to por- 


tray them 
Pirandello's play is a kind of 
psychodrama, or “a complicated 


cerebral drama” as the Stepdaughter, 
one of the six characters, describes it. 
Pirandello won the Nobel Prize for 
Literature in 1934 and this is one of his 
best plays ‘| 


Thomas Sartoris, as the Father, 
has the most dynamic lines, for exam- 
ple: “Life is full of absurdities which 
need not appear piausible because 
they are true,” and “The creator can 
die but characters never die. Think of 
Falstaff and Cyrano, they'll live 
forever!” 


The Director, played by David 
Dionisio, grows on you. He is a tiny 
person, inappropriately costurned 
but he is a good actor. He finally 
agrees to become an author when the 
Father says to him, “Your mission is to 
give life to the characters on the 
stage.” There were times when I'm 
sure he wished he could self - des- 
truct. 


Michaei Speece, the Son, has the 
haughty actor's air, and does a 
superior job, but his lines are limited 
The Stepdaughter, portrayed by 
Phyllis Distefano, will remain in the 
audience's memory a long time. She 
does an outstanding job of playing a 
nice young girl who had to become a 


prostitute, but whose stepfather (that 


she does not recognize until her 
mother does) tries to become her cus- 
tomer 


Sandy Sunshine, as the Mother, is 
cast in a difficult role She wears 
widow's clothes because her lover 
has died, but the husband from whom 
she ran away 20 years agois still alive. 
and her three children complicate the 
plot even further. Sunshine is good 
but her voice is pitched too high to be 
pleasant for long scenes 


Cynthia Juarez as Madame Pace 
brings a_ delightful moment of 
comedy to the at times heavy drama 


The cast is enthusiastic, and work 
hard, and play their roles with few 
fluffs, but the play seems a bit too am- 
bitious for them 


“Six Characters” will be presented 
Nov. 4 and 5 at 8:30 p.m. at American 
River College's Little Theatre. Tickets 
are priced at $2.

American Ballet devoured 
by Memorial Auditorium

Stars of the American Ballet came 
to town Sunday and were nearly 
devoured by the gargantuan Sac- 
ramento Memorial Auditortum 

The delicate art formis precarious 
at best, but when the subtle, sweet 
dance must contend with towering 
columns, tacky balconies and the 
smell of an old gymnasium, its a 
wonder any message crosses the 
footlights 

But when Suzanne Farrel! and 
Peter Martins, principal dancers with 
the New York City Ballet, slid across 
the stage in a modern, stylized, sexy 
pas de deax to music by Ravel, the 
ponderous columns faded out of 
sight and mind 

Martins manipulated Farrell's body 
(to Jerome Robbins’ choreography), 
turning her torso this way and that, 
placing a leg or an arm around his 
own in seemingly impossible pos- 
tures 

Simple black leotards set off 
Farrell's finely cut features and Mar- 
tins’ Danish, athletic physique as they 
wound round each other in con- 
troiied, flowing movements 

it wasn't until later, though, in the 
neo - classic “Tchaikovsky Pas de 
Deux,” that the breadth of their ar- 
tistry was displayed. George Balan- 
chine's choreography to music dis- 
carded from Tchaikovsky's score for 
“Swan Lake” has become a display 
piece for the gifts of virtuoso per- 
formers 

When Farrell and Martins struck 
the counterpoint of delicate grace 
against athletic strength, pirouette 
against elevated leap, the audience 
turned on he the performance came 
to life 


The Stars of the American Ballet 
are not just Farrell and Martins buta 
company of a dozen or so dancers 
who have come together from such 
prominent companies as the New 
York City Ballet, the Alvin Ailey 
Dance Company, the Joffrey and the 
San Francisco Ballet. 


They bring with them a vehicle for 
displaying local talent surrounded by 
professional artists. The Sacramento 
Ballet Company, under the direction 
of Barbara Crockett, performed 
“Guitar Concerto” with Jody Downes 
in the principal role. It is easy to ap- 
preciate the difficulty of the art when
